AUTOMATON NEED 
CITED AT MEETING 


Automation to connection 
w ith 
•avm gs and loan operation cam e 
tn far close scrutiny today during 
th e western regional conference of 
th e Society of Savings and Loan 
Controller* being held at the El 
M irador Hotel. 


The top executives of the na­ 
tional society were on hand du r­ 
ing the afternoon as the e n t i r e 
session was devoted to a panel 
on the subject of ‘'Autom ation — 
' 
Today and Tom orrow ." 


ACCORDING TO the national 
president of the organization, E.A. 
Lehm an of Portland, Ore., auto­ 
m ation m ust increase in all fi­ 
nancial institutions in the United 
Slates, including the savings and 
loan business. 


"T here will not 
be 
sufficient 
trained personnel to staff savings 
and loan associations in the next 
20 years. U is no longer a ques­ 
tion of w hether or not to utilize 
autom ation in operation. The ques­ 
tion is now how much autom ation 
should be utilized in the various 
•¡zed savings and loan associa­ 
tions," Lehm an said. 


HE PREDICTED 
the 
savings 
and loan association in the nation, 
on the average, will be four or 
live tim es their present su e, add­ 
ing that this m eans the staffs will 
be at least double. 
At present, the industry employs 
over 53.000 persons, which he said 


win rise to 73.000 in the next five 
years O ver 100.000 people will be 
employed by 1970. he predicted. 
Lehm an said that the greatest 
increase «n the business's "W ork 
Force" will be in California, the 
nations num ber-one savings and 
loan state. 


AT PR ESEN T, a'sooiations 
in 
California em ploy over 8 000 per­ 
sons. That num ber, in contrast to 
the national increase, will be m ore 
than double, ft is conceivable that 
the dynam ic growth of the busi­ 
ness in California will find some 
20 000 persons employed here by 
19707* 
He told the 300 controllers pres­ 
ent that "in order to give the pub­ 
lic the best possible sav ings and 
hom e-financing facilities, we must 
now tram and continue to train 
people to handle today s positio»s, 
but we m ust begin a policy of 
training people to take over the 
com plicated autom atized job6 of 
the future. 
They 
m ust 
becom e 
specialists not only in autom ation 
as applied generally, but autom a­ 
tion specifically applied to savings 
and loan operation."

Councilwoman M ary C arlin, un­ 
der attack by fellow m em bers of 
the P alm Springs City Council for 
posting a rate sign on the front 
of her E l T ram Hotel, cam e under 
new fire this week when the P alm 
Springs Hotel and A partm ent As­ 
sociation dem anded the rem oval 
of all such signs fro m Village Ho­ 
tels. 
Mrs. Carlin, declining 
to 
re ­ 
move the rate card, declared that 
the city s ordinance is unconstitu­ 
tional. 


" I PROVED IT W HEN I b eet 
the city in the sta te 's Suprem e 
Court before becom ing a council 
m em ber.” she added. 
A varying view w as expressed 
by City Attorney 
J e r ry 
B unker 
who pointed out th a t since 
M rs 
C arlin's victory over the city’s law, 
the ordinance has been rew ritten. 
“The new law h a s never been 
tested,” B unker said. 
M rs. C arlin said, how ever, th at 
the new ordinance. — because it 
confines the sign restriction to ho­ 
tels on Indian A venue and P alm 
Canyon D rive only — is discrim in­ 
atory. She said for th a t reason it 
would not hold up under c o u r t 
testing either. 


COUNCILWOMAN 
R uth H ardy 
defined an interpretation of the 
code as being “for the good 
of 
Palm Springs" snd said it should 
be strongly supported — especial­ 
ly by council m em b ers. 
M ayor F ran k B ogert said 
that 
"because M ary C arlin has rates 
posted, 
other 
hotels 
feel 
they 
should have the sam e thing.” 
The Hotel Association dem and, 
in a letter -from H a rry Paisley, 
raid that som e botelm en had indi­ 
cated they would 
rem ove 
their 
rate signs "w hen o th er cards come 
down." Som e m em bers have de­ 
clined to retain m em bership in the 
association, he said, until the signs 
a re rem oved 
The council voted 6-1 — with 
M rs. Carlin voting against — to 
direct the city attorney to enforce 
the ordinance and effect the r e ­ 
m oval of all signs.

WASHINGTON T O -S te e l m an ­ 
agem ent negotiators agreed today 
to study scaled-down union w age 
dem ands In an effort to settle the 
94-day-old steel strike. 
The union’s new proposal w as 
presented st renewed direct nego­ 
tiations between union and m an­ 
agem ent, the first 
direct 
talks 
since Oct. 6. 


R. CONRAD C O O P E R , chiof 
m anagem ent negotiator, told 
re ­ 
porters after a one hour and 45 
minute session that the revised 
rroposal would be exam ined. 
Both sides agreed to m eet again 
Saturday afternoon in Cooper’s ho­ 
tel suite. 
The developm ent cam e as 
the 
government ordered available steel 
supplies channeled to the nation's 
missile and atom ic defensa pro­ 
gram s. 


THE ACTION. IN effect, divert* 
sil available steel coming from 
non-struck m ills from civilian use. 
Special rules to establish prior* 
lt:es w ere issued by the Business 
m d Defense Service A dm inistre- 
tior ol the Com m erce D e p artm e n t 
The o rder was issued under th« 
defense production set “ to reducá 
disruption to m ilitary and atom ía 
energy program s resulting f r o m 
the steel strike." 


AT PRESENT, ft applies to the 
non - struck steel m ills which a ra 
producing about IS per cent of tha 
nation's capacity. However, 
t h a 
sam e priority system will apply 
to the m ills, now closed by s trik e 
when they resum e operation. 
U nder the priority system , steel, 
m akers w ere directed to ¿ v e "im ­ 
m ediate top priority” in producing 
and delivering supplies for ’ urg­ 
ent program s such as m issies and 
launching sites and nuclear-pow er­ 
ed naval vessels." 
M eanwhile. Cooper told n e w s ­ 
men that "w e are. on both sides, 
strenuously endeavoring to reach 
an agreem ent to settle this Issue.’* 


N EITH ER HE NOR Steelwork- 
era P resident David J . M cDonald 
would com m ent on term s of the 
new pence offer.

Jurists Neglect 
Obligations, Says 
Director of DMV

charged that m any of the state's 
judges are not m eeting their ob­ 
ligations in the handling of tra f­ 
fic cases 
In an address at a m eeting of 
the 
California Judges. 
M arshals 
and Constables Association, M c­ 
C arthy 
defended 
his 
order sus­ 
pending the licenses cf convioied 
drunk drivers. 


HE SAID 
IT WAS 
put 
into 
effect because of failure of ju d ­ 
ges to do anything to cut traffic 
deaths. 
"W e all know th at in far too 
m any instances, m any courts have 
been ruled by sentim ent in ren ­ 
dering decisions and applying pen­ 
alties in traffic violation cases." 
M cCarthy said. 
"W orse still, they have 
been 
prone to take the easy way out 
of disposing of traffic calendars. 
At the recent G overnor's T raffic 
Safety Conference in Sacram ento, 
I heard boih jodges and prose­ 
cutors suggest that the best sol­ 
ution to any traffic c a s e would 
be to get the defendant to plead 
guilty." 


McC a r t h y SAID th at In order 
to obtain a 
guilty 
plea 
m any 
judges prom ise to set 
a 
light 
penalty. 
He said also that m any judges 
take a soft approach tow ard tra f­ 
fic violators. H e said thi* com bin­ 
ation largely nullifies traffic safe­ 
ty efforts. 


SINCE HE STARTED his pro­ 
gram of suspending 
licenses of 
drunk 
drivers, 
M cCarthy 
said 
there hare been dozens of 
pro­ 
tests from judges throughout the 
state. 
"These, m ind you, are the very 
judges who exercise a loud voice 
in traffic safety work, th e very 
judges who have been dem anding 
that som ething be done about the 
drunk driver.”

A virtuous service of incaleuable gen­ 


eral public benefit is being perform ed by 


House subcom m ittee now investigating 


the alleged "rigging" of the big cash 


quiz shows popular w ith television view­ 


ers a year or so ago. 
Most shows containing the elements 


placing them under suspicion met an 
instant end upon the first revelations in­ 
dicating “fixing" m any m onths ago as 
a result of being cancelled by the net­ 
w orks or being turned off by a disillus­ 
ioned and disgusted public. 
However, for the good of "show busi­ 
ness" and to guard against the public 
again becom ing so foolishly gullible, it 
is well to uncover all the facts, methods, 
participants and-perform ers in the per­ 
petration and practice of this greatest 
m ass deception in the history and name 
of Am erican "entertainm ent. 
In recent days the adm issions of va­ 
rious individuals who took part, th a t 
the “w inners" were deliberately selected 
and coached on th e ir perform ance for 
m ost dram atic effect in building up audi­ 
ence suspense, has been sufficient to 
serve as a lasting lesson to the public 
against placing too m uch credence in all 
acts of the ancient a rt of make-believe. 
The m illions who hovered so tensely 
oyer the television sets, breathlessly 
aw aiting each answ er, are deeply dis­ 
appointed, have suffered a severe shock 
In loss of tru st and confidence in the 
honesty of hum anity and feel angrily 
aggrieved a t them selves for having been 
so “taken in." 
It is only natural to feel that some 
m anner of punishm ent or retribution 
should be visited upon those responsible 
and taking part, and th at som e form of 
regulations or legislation should be de­ 
vised to prevent repetition in the inter­ 


est of the public and th e industry. As 
the hearing before the House com m it­ 
tee progresses, how ever, it is becoming 
evident th a t no "crim e" was involved 
oy those engaged in th e plotting and 
play-acting due to the traditional license 
of the stage to fool the public as it wills. 
Likewise it seems next to impossible to 
legislate “honesty” into show business 
since m ost of the entertainm ent world 
depends upon fiction and fantasy for its 
v e ry , existence, 
how ever delightfully 
presented. 
In the end the g rea test force to pun­ 
ish deliberate deceit and deception, and 
correct any glaring departures from de­ 
sirable and acceptable practices and 
pleasing perform ances in any en tertain­ 
m ent medium lies w ithin the public it­ 
self, and does not require new legislation 
to implement it. 
We refer to public opinion. The a tti­ 
tude of the public is all im portant and 
conclusive in an y thing so com pletely de­ 
pendent upon public approval or support 
as is show' business. 
This was am ply dem onstrated in the 
vase of the “rigged" TV shows which 
died instanter w hen an outraged and 
shocked public turned off the program s 
in a rage of indignant protest. 
The present congressional hearings 
are som ew hat in th e n atu re of a careful 
and 
form al 
autopsy 
over the 
cold 
corpse. The public sham e it brings to 
the conspirators, the w arning to all o th ­ 
ers, and the rem inder to the public to 
guard against being too lavish with its 
gullibility in the future, are all con­ 
structive consequences. 
M ay all who had even the slightest 
p art in the rueful experiences take heed 
and act accordingly henceforth. 
W e will have no one to blam e but our­ 
selves if we again become a sucker.

In our last issue we dealt with 
roses, preparation of soil, feeding 
of roses, planting, irrigation, etc. 
One potent item we failed to men­ 
tion was the bud union, probably 
tile most important item 
A 
friend 
of 
ours 
continually 
grumbled because his roses were 
not near as good as his neighbor s 
who spent les- money on them. 
Ill looking them over we 
found 
many planting faults, rose beds 
with only a few incites between 
basins, no preparation of original 
bed. and the bud unions at least 
two inches above the soil level. 


WE GAVE IIIM hints on prep­ 
aration of soil and bed. eventually 
talked him into taking out each 
alternate bush and planting them 
in another location, and told him 
to make sure each bud union is 
in the soil proper with just a little 
of it showing. 
In our sandy soil oftimes the 
strong roots will force the bud un­ 
ion upwards. This is exactly what 
had happened in our friend s gar­ 
den, m ainly because the roots of 
the barefoot roses had not been 
distributed evenly downwards on 
a cone of prepared soil as per in­ 
structions.

"firetraps modem .” In the future, 
it adds, "architects will design for 
fire safety, that is. buildings will 
still be vulnerable to fire, but will 
be better designed for rapid exit 
and better equipped for early de­ 
tection.” 
Hazards points out that too of­ 
ten the communities in which new 
plants are being built depend on 
other communities miles away for 
fire protection. 
It finds that industrial fires to­ 
taled 38,000 in 1954 with $150 mil­ 
lion in lasses and 41.000 in 1957 
with losses of $230 million. 
“Fire is still the number one 
threat to industry." Hazard says, 
and industry is not doing enough 
about it."

All 
of them will flourish better if this 
advice is followed 
The root of 
each plant will have its own feed­ 
ing ground from which lo garner 
nourishment and you will eventu­ 
ally enjoy looking with pnde on 
the results of your efforts. 
As we have said before, Nature 
has provided the coarse,

HYBRID TREE IS 
MADE' FOR DESERT 


A new type of hyhnd iree es 
pecially grown for life in the de.- 
ert. arid regions of the country, 
bas been developed by Tex Reese 
of Tupelo Gardena. 
The tree is a distant relative to 
our De-ert Mesquite, but one of 
the important differences is that 
it has never acquired the thorns 
so characteristic 
of 
our 
North 
American variety. 


REESE SPENT 25 years pei- 
fecting the tree, which today is 
fast-growing, 
thick 
foliage, 
and 
which uses a minimum of water 
Ree-e started his quest one ilay 
25 years ago when he noted while 
visiting in the 
Imperial 
Valley 
that there was extreme heat and 
a sparsity of good shade trees. 
He decided 
to 
do sometiung 
about it. 


HE s t a r t e d by taking up a 
search for a pollinator 
for 
the 
mesquite from S o u t h America 
After many months of searching 
he found it in a giant male mee- 
qihte located in the Mojave Desert 
three miles from the nearest high 
way. The tree was a monarch in 
its own righl. having a 3'>-foot 
tiunk despite its more than 100 
years of heat and desert storms. 
This would be the cross breed 
for his new tree, he decided. 
Three years of gathering pollen, 
even longer 
wailing 
for 
small 
plants to grow and some 20 years 
later the new hybrid is a perfect 
tree for desert life With its last- 
spreading thick foliage combining 
beauty and hardiness, it is con­ 
sidered one of the mo-t significant 
Southwestern 
agricultural 
ad­ 
vances in years. 


THE FIFTEEN years of devel­ 


opment of the tree was folio» ed 
by 10 years of testing it and ita 
growing ability. 
Today Reese offers the tree on 
the market, and is the only nur-- 
eryman m the business who has 
written on his order form 
"If 
anything happens to this tree, free 
replacement of the tree up to 3 
month*, a new tree at one-half 
cost up to three years ’ 
To indicate the growing power 
of the new tree. Reese pointed out 
that any tree that i« purchased 
within the next two months will 
double in size this year. 


DEMAND FOR THE new Iree 
is catching on fast. Already the 
stale is talking of putting them 
along the planting areas 
of 
ita 
freeway systems, and some firma 
are interested in using the tree* 
for a wwid-break along Highway 
60-70-99 
His stock has built up at a very 
fast ratio. With 2,000 trees ready 
for planting last year, more than 
50,000 have been made ready for 
distribution this year. 
Reese is head of Tupelo Gar­ 
dens, located at Oiidale, Califor­ 
nia, and announced this week that 
lie plans to open a new distribu­ 
tion point in Deser* Hot Spring*. 
The location will 
be announced 
within a fortnight in The Desert 
Sun.

So, let’s hope 66-year-old Walt 
doesn't forget himself and root for 
the wrong outfit when Great Brit­ 
ain’s best 10 lees-off against the 
outstanding U.S. pros at Eldorado 
Country Club Nov. 6-7, climaxing 
a week qj super-golf. 
THE GREAT HAGEN of Waters- 
meet, Mich., did have a mental 
lapse one windy June sundown in 
1937 at Southport, Eng., when 
American Ryder Cuppers had 
beaten the British on British fair­ 
ways for the first time. 
Hagen, non-playing captain of 
Star-Spangled team, was to ac­ 
cept the trophy in a ceremonial 
presentation on the first fairway 
before 15,000. including the then 
Prince of Wales. 
Walt asked Fred Corcoran, pub­ 
licist and team manager, to jot 
down a few prompting notes for 
the Hagen acceptance speech. Ha­ 
gen carefully placed the notes in 
a pocket of his large tan polo 
coat. But when he was called to 
the rostrum, he shrugged out of 
his coat and left it on a chair, 
along with the notes. 
SOMEWHAT FLUSTERED by 
his lack of written ammunition, 
the husky, ruddy-faced Walt start­ 
ed his speech: "Friends — I’m 
very happy and honored to be the 
captain of the first United States 
Ryder Cup team to win on home 
soil—” 
He was interrupted by loud yells 
from the crowd. “Hey! You re on 
foreign soil* Hey! Don't you know 
you’re not home?" 
Hagen blinked, gulped — and 
then brightened. He held up his 
hands for silence. He held up four 
fingers and yelled back: 
"Well, you can't blame me for 
feeling at home over here!” 
THE CROWD, seeing his four 
fingers and realising they referred 
to his four victories in the British 
Open, roared its hilarious appre­ 
ciation more than five minutes. 
And he didn't have to say another 
word. 
Corcoran, recalling the spectacle 
today, declared: “They idolized 
him in the British Isles — and 
everywhere else, for that matter. 
He certainly was the most popu­ 
lar golfer of all time."

EVERYBODY'S BOATING 


Outboard Motor Fine 
If Handled Properly 


A look around any body of wa­ 
ter will convince almost anyone 
that the outboard motor is here 
to stay. These amazing, portable 
powerhouses hav e proven that 
they are reliable, ea«y to operate 
and astonishingly fast. There is, 
however, more to running an out­ 
board than simply placing it on 
the transom and dirving away. 
Many of the craft on our water­ 
ways are running with their mo­ 
tors adjusted for an unproper tilt 
angle. This condition causes poor 
steering and unnecessary wear on 
the steering mechanisms. 
Almost all eases of difficult 
steering can be traced to this one 
condiiion. The cavitation plate, the 
flat projection just above the pro­ 
peller. should be adjusted so that 
it is parallel to the flow of water 
past the boat. Figure one illus­ 
trates the proper position which 
allows both propeller blades to 
take equal bites of water and 
eliminate any tendency to pull to 
the port or starboard. 
In figure two. an exaggerated 
view, the blade on the starboard 
takes a big bite while the port 
blade moves only a little water. 
This will reiult in harder turns 
to the port and easier turning to 
the starboard. 
If the motor, figure three, is 
turned away from the transom 
the effect is just the opposite. It 
will be easier to turn the boat to 
ihe port and hard to turn to the 
sartxvarri. 
Any outboard boating fan can 
get a better ride and much im­ 
proved steering by checking his 
motor's lilt adjustment during the 
next outing on the lake.
